Should bulbs be delivered to you before recommended planting time, store them in 
a cool place.

N ADDITION to the Dutch Crocus there 

are certain species that bloom much ear- 
lier, frequently before the snows have gone.

Flowering in late February is the Crocus Sie- 
beri.

Growing equally well 
in sun or light shade, they are permanent and multiply freely. Once 
planted they increase year after year without time or trouble to you. 
They are wildlings and do best when left to their own resources. The

This is not a complete listing of all the Hardy Plants grown at Wayside Gardens. At this time we offer only those 
varieties and kinds which do best when transplanted in the autumn. 


* Indicates plants suitable for either rock garden or border. 
** Dwarf or low growing plants best grown in the rock garden. 


ACHILLEA - Milfoil or Yarrow 


Showy rock and border perennials, some of which are valuable for cut 
flowers. Some have silvery and others elegantly cut foliage, which adds 
considerably to the beauty of the plants. 

Culture. All will succeed in any good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. A 
too rich soil should be avoided. Plant in autumn or early spring, 8 to 
10 inches apart. As nearty all crow freely, it is advisabie to lift, divide, 
and repiant every third year. Directly after the plants cease flowering, 
cut the shoots back.

GAILLARDIA - Blanket Flower 


We consider the Gaillardia one of the most desirable hardy plants in 
cultivation. Everyone will have noticed how grandly Gaillardias have 
thriven through drougnts; they seem hardly to need water. The gay blos- 
soms are obtainable in perpetual profusion from June to November, and 
the greater the drought and scarcity of other flowers the more the 
utility of the perennial Gaillardia is demonstrated. 

Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do spiendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. 


General George Patton (Plant Patent No. 962)

The flower is a brilliant derk red with a narrow, distinct golden tip on 
the flower petal. It is enormous in size yet beautifully proportioned 
and the first flowers are borne on 31/4-ft. or even taller husky stems.

during early summer. The flowers are highly prized for cutting. 

Culture. Gypsuphilas will succeed in any well drained and not too heavy 
soil They are very partial to lime, and it is well to mix some lime with 
the soil before planting. A sunny position is essential. Plant all fully 
two feet apart; Repens 8 inches apart. Plant in autumn or early spring.

They make a most 
effective feature grown in bold masses. Plant in autumn or spring, 12 
inches apart. Lift, divide and replant every third year. 


Gold-Greenheart Each 80c, Three $2.00, Doz. $6.00 
This new variety was received a year ago from Europe where it is rec- 
ognized as well as in the United States as the best of the Heliopsis. It 
grows into a fine floriferous plant about 3 to 4 feet high with clean 
foliage.

HELLEBORUS - Christmas Rose or Lenten Rose 


There are two distinct types, one, Christmas Rose, flowering in late 
winter, and the other, Lenten Rose, in spring. Both are valuable fer 
garden decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of 
the year. 


Culture. Require to be grown in a cool, moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf moid and well rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart. 
Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well rotted manure, 
and let it lie cn the surface. In summer give plenty of water. 
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Niger (Strong flowering plants)

Report Errors Promptly 
(Always Give DATE of Order) 


It is impossible to avoid or escape rush periods in the nursery busi- 
ness. Errors are possible at such times. Therefore, check over your 
order as soon as you receive it. Shrubs, Roses, bulbs, and plants, etc., 
are sent in separate packages sometimes several weeks apart because 
they do not mature at the same time. This is particularly true in the 
autumn. Perennial plants are never included in the same bundle with 
shrubs as they do not arrive satisfactorily if handled that way. If 
you receive anything which has been damaged in transit advise us 
at once. Be specific and always state the name of the variety and 
quantity of damaged goods. With detailed and specific information 
at hand, we are able to immediately send you a free replacement for 
that which was received damaged. It is important we have complete 
information if we are to make speedy replacements. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 

All plants, roses or shrubs, and bulbs will be shipped at the proper 
time for planting in your locality. This often requires two or more 
shipments. If there is a special date on which you would like to re- 
ceive your order, mention it on the order blank. We desire to comply 
with your request, weather permitting, of course. Upon receipt of 
your package, open it at once and admit air but keep plants in a 
cool place, away from sun or wind. 


Prepianting Treatment of Roses and Shrubs 

Upon receipt of package, open it at once and insert roots of shrubs 
and Roses in a tub or pail of water. If possible, permit the water to 
reach half way up the branches. Leave them there to soak up water 
for at least 24 hours before planting. It will reduce loss to a minimum 
and speed growth of stock immeasurably. 


Quantities and Prices 

1 or 2 plants of one kind are sold only where each rate is quoted. 

3 to 5 plants of one kind are sold at the three rate. We do not sell 
any hardy plants in smaller units than three unless the variety is 
specifically quoted per each. 

6 to 24 plants of one kind are sold at the dozen rate. 25 or more 
plants of one kind are sold at the hundred rate.
